P  to  tlie  lime  of  (lie  I{.'Volulioimi'v  ^V:ir,  or  until  ithmit  i\w  bc^iiming  of  the  present  century,  lantl.  wlicii  parctllcd  i  tit,  and 
sohl  01' granted,  iviis  (luscrilted  hv  ■  .Mi'd  s  ;ind  Bounds,"  and  that  sy&tem  is  still  I'n  exibtence  in  the  foliuwiiig  Stiittp,  ov  in 
timac  portions  of  thorn  winch  Inid  W-v\\  s(jld  or  gi-anted  when  tiic  present  plan  of  8urv(?ya  was  adoi)ted,  viz.:  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Now  .lersey.  Delan;iu'.  Murvhind,  Viiginia,  Nortli  and  Souili  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Texas, 
and  the  six  New  England  Slates.  "  To  descrilio  land  by  Motes  and  Bounds."  is  to  Imve  a  known  laud-maik  for  a  place  of  begintuiig, 
and  ilien  follow  a  line  according  to  the  coinpii^s-nei'vllo  (ur  nuvgnetic  bearing),  or  the  course  of  a  stream,  or  track  of  an  ancient  higli- 
way.  Tliis  jdan  has  resulted  in  endlyss  ooufnsion  and  litigation,  as  laud-nmrks  decay  and  change,  and  it  is  a  well-known  fact  tliat 
the  compuss-necille  varies  and  dof-;  n..t  .ihvays  point  duo  North. 

As  an  example  of  Uiis  ])lau  nf  dividing  lands,  the  following  description  of  a  farm  laid  out  by**Metes  and  Bounds,"' is  given: 
"  Beginning  at  a  stoTie  on  the  Bank  of  Hoe  River,  at  a  point  where  the  highway  from  A.  to  B.  crosses  said  river  (see  point  marked  C. 
on  Dnii-ram  1);  thence  40*^  Nortli  of  West  IDI.)  rmh  to  a  lur^e  stump;  thence  W  North  of  West  90  rods;  thence  15"  West  of  North  80 
rods  to°an  oak  tiee  (see  Witness  Tree  on  Diagram  1):  1  hence  due  E"st  150  rods  to  the  highway;  thence  following  the  course  of  tlie 
higliwav  ">0  roils  due  Km  tli;  thenco  5''  North  of  E  lit  HO  rods;  thence  45**  East  of  South  (iO  rods;  tlience  10°  North  of  East  300  rods 
to'tlie  Poo  Itiver;  tlK-nce  following  the  course  of  the  river  Southwesterly  to  the  place  of  beginning."  This,  which  is  a  very  simple 
and  moderate  description  by  "  Metes  and  Bounds,"  would  leave  ilie  boundaries  of  the  farm  as  shown  in  Diagram  1.

■^^^HE  present  system  id 
©J  I  ®  of  Governmental  B 

A  Laud  Surveys  was  ~ 
adopted  by  Con- 
gress on  the  7th  of  May,  ^ 
1785.  It  lias  been  in  use 
ever  since  and  is  the  legal  rd 
method  of  describing  and 
dividiiig'  lands.  It  iti  called  .-^ 
the  "  Rectangular  System,"  ILj 
that  is,  alt  its  distances  and  r=J 
bearings  are  measured  from  [|™ 
two  lines  which  are  at  right 
angles  to  each  other,  viz. 
These  two  lines,  from  which 
the  measurements  aro  made, 
are  the  Principal  Meridians, 
which  run  North  and  South, 
and  the  Base  Lines,  which 
run  East  and  West.  These 
Principal  Meridians  ate  es- 
tablished, with  great  aocu- 
racy,  by  astronomical  obeer-  inij 
vations.  Each  Principal  jlxfi 
Meridian  has  its  Base  Line,  fr^ 
and  these  two  lines  form  the  [igi 
basis  or  foundation  for  the  fsy 
surveys  or  measurement  of  [1^ 
all  the  lands  within  the  ter-  fr^ 
ritory  which  they  control.  [Igi 

Diagram  2  shows  all  of  the  (nJ 
PriTicipalMeridiansandBase  [un 
Lines  in  the  central  portion  (nj 
of  the  United  States,  and  [ui 
from  it  the  territory  gov-  frjlJ 
erned  by  each  Meridian  and  lujj 
Base  Line  may  be  readily  pi 
distinguisheil.  EachJlerid-  |ij[il 
ian  and  Base  Line  is  marked 
with  its  proper  number  or 
name,  as  are  also  tho  Stand- 
ard Parallels  and  guide  (or 
auxiliary)  Meridians. 

D iagi  am 3  i llust rates  what 
is  meant  when  this  method 
is  termed  the  "Eectargular 
System,"  and  how  tho  meas- 
urements are  based  on  lines  „ 
which  run  at  right  angles  to 
each  other.  The  heavy  line 
running  North  and  South 
(marked  A.  A.)  represents 
the  Principal  Meridian,  in 
tliiscase  say  thefith  Principal  I 
Meridian.  The  heavy  hue  I 
running  East  aiidoWest  I 
(marked  B.  B.)  is  the  Base  I 
Line.  These  lines  are  used  I 
as  the  startitig  points  or  basis  I 
of  ail  measurements  or  sur-  I 
veys  made  in  territory  con-  I 
trolled  by  the  5tli  Principal  I 
Meridian.  The  same  fact  I 
applies  to  all  other  Principal  I 
Meridians  and  their  Base  I 
Lines.  Commencing  at  the  I 
Principal  Mei  idian,  at  inter-  I 
vals  of  six  miles,  lines  are  I 
ru  n  NortliandSou  tii,  parallel 
to  the  Meridian.  This  plan 
is  followed  both  East  and  I 
West  of  the  Meridian  } 
throughout  tho  territory  I

■njl  Commohciu'<  at  the  Ifase  Line,  at  intervals  of  .-ix  miles,  lines  are  lun  East  and  West  parallel  with  the  BaHe  L  lo.  Tliese  are  designated  as  Township 
jTji  Lines.  Tliey  divide  tho  Inn  1  into  f;tri]n  or  divihioiia  six  miles  wide,  extending  East  ami  West,  parallel  with  llic  Base  Line.  Tin's  plan  is  followed  both 
njl  North  and  Soutli  of  tiio  Base  Line  until  the  territory  governed  by  allotlier  Principal  Meridian  and  liage  Line  is  reaelied.  These  divisions  or  Townships  are 
jjn  nnniliori'd  from  ono  upward,  bolli  Noi  Ih  and  South  of  I  lie  liaso  Line,  ami  tbelr  numbers  are  indicated  by  ligures.  I''or  instam;e  :  The  first  six  mile  division

{[/^  Those  Township  and  Uango  Lines,  crossing  each  other,  as  shown  in  Diagram  3,  form  panares,  which  are  called  "Townships"  or  "  Government  Townships," 
rjyl  wbieli  ar>»  six  tiiite>^  square,  or  Jis  neai-ly  that  as  it  is  possible  to  niiilco  them.  Tiiese  Townships  are  a  very  important  feature  in  locating  or  deacriliing  a  piece 
ll^  of  land.  TliQ  location  of  a  Gover  nment  Township,  ho«'ever,  is  very  readily  found  when  the  number  of  tlie  Township  and  Kange  is  given,  by  merely 
[j^t||fcCounting  the  number  indicated  from  the  Base  Line  and  Princiiial  Meridian.  As  an  example  of  this.  Township  8  North,  Range  4.  West  of  ihe  oth  Principid 
jjjj-i  Meridian,  is  at  once  locatcil  on  the  square  marked      on  Diagram  3,  by  counting  eight  tiers  north  of  tlie  Base  Line  and  4  tieis  west,  of  tlie  Meridian. 
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TOWNSHIPS  OF  LAND. 

OWNSIIIPS  are  the  largest  sub- 
divisions of  land  run  ont  by  the 
United  States  Surveyors.  In  the 
Ooveriimeuial  Surveys  Township 
Lines  are  the  first  to  be  rnn,  and  a  Towiiship 
Corner  is  estnblislied  every  six  luiles  and 
marked.  This  is  called  ''Townshipping," 
After  the  Township  Coi'ners  have  been  care- 
fully located, theSection  and  Quarter  Section 
Corners  are  established.  Each  Township  is 
sis  miles  square  and  contains  23,(i4U  acres, 
or  36  square  miles,  as  near  as  it  is  possible 
to  make  them.  This,  however,  is  fre- 
quently made  impossible  by:  (1st)  the  pres- 
ence of  lakes  and  large  streams;  ('.ind)  by 
State  boundaries  not  falling  exactly  on 
Township  Lines;  (3rd)  by  the  convergence 
of  Meridians  or  cnrvature  of  the  earth's 
surface  ;  and  (4tl])  by  inaccurate  surveys. 

Each  Township,  unless  it  is  one  of  the 
exceptional  cases  referred  to,  is  divided 
into  36  squares,  which  are  called  Sections. 
These  Sections  are  intended  to  be  one 
mile,  or  320  rods,  square  and  contain  640 
acres  of  land.  Sections  are  numbered 
coneecntively  from  1  to  30,  as  shown  on 
Diagram  4.  Beginning  with  Section  1  in 
the  Northeast  Corner,  they  run  West  to 
6,  then  East  to  12,  then  West  to  18,  and 
Bo  on,  back  and  forth,  until  they  end  with 
Section  36  in  the  Southeast  Corner. 

Diagram  4  sliows  a  plat  of  a  Township 
as  it  is  divided  and  jilatted  by  tlie  govern- 
ment surveyors.  These  Townships  are 
called  Government  Townships  or  Congres- 
sional Townships,  to  distingnish  them  from 
Civil  Townships  or  organized  Townships, 
as  frequently  the  lines  of  organized  Town- 
ships do  not  conform  to  the  Government

TAGRAM  5  illnstrates  how  a  section 
may  be  subdivided,  although  the 
Diagram  only  gives  a  few  of  the 
many  subdivisions  into   which  a 
section   may  be  divided.      All  Section 


DIAGRAM  4 


(except  fractional  Sections)  are  supposed  to  he  320  rods,  or  one  mile,  square  and  therefore 
contain  G40  acres — a  number  easily  divisible.    Sections  are  subdivided  into  fractional  parts  to  suit 
the  convenience  of  the  owners  of  the  land.    A  half-section  contains  320  acres;  a  quarter-section 
contains  160  acres;  half  of  a  qu  irtor  contains  80  acres,  and  quai'ter  of  a  quarter  contains  40  acres, 
—  and  so  on.    Each  piece  of  land  is  describi'd  according  to  the  portion  of  the  section  which  it 
ffjl  embraces — as  the  Northeast  quarter  of  Section  10;  or  the  Southeast  quarter  of  the  Sontheiist 
S  qnarter  of  Section  10.    Diagram  5  shows  how  many  of  these  snbilivisions  are  platted,  and  also 
shows  the  plan  of  designating  and  describing  them  by  initial  letters  as  each  parcel  of  land  on  the 
Diagram  is  marked  with  ita  description. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  all  Sections  (except  Fractional  Sections  which  are  explained  else- 
where) are  supposed  to  confain  G\0  acres,  and  even  tbongh  mistakea  liave  been  made  in  surveying, 
as  ig  frequently  the  ease,  making  sections  larger  or  smaller  than  640  acres,  the  Government  recog- 
nizes no  variation,  but  sells  or  grants  each  regular  section  as  containing  640  acres  "more  or  less." 

The  Government  Surveyors  arc  not  required  to  subdivide  sections  by  running  lines  within 
them,  but  they  usually  establish  Quarter  Posts  on  Section  Lines  on  each  side  of  a  section  at  the 
i||   points  marked  A.  B.  C.  and  D.  on  Diagram  5.    After  establishing  Township  corners,  Section

Lines  are  the  next  to  be  run,  ami  section  cor- 
ners are  established.  When  these  are  carefully 
located  the  Quarter  Posts  are  located  at  points  as 
nearly  equidistant  between  Section  Corners  as 
possible.  The^e  corners  when  established  by 
Government  Surveyors  cannot  be  changed,  even 
though  it  is  conclusively  shown  that  mistakes 
have  been  made  which  cause  some  sections  or 
quarter  sectionB  to  be  either  larger  or  smaller 
than  others.  The  laws,  however,  of  all  the 
States  provide  certain  rules  for  local  surveyors 
to  follow  in  dividing  Sections  into  smaller 
parcels  of  land  than  has  been  outlined  in  the 
Governmental  surveys.  For  instance,  in  divid- 
ing a  quarter  section  into  two  parcels,  the  dis- 
ance  between  the  Government  Corners  is  care- 
fully measu<'ed  and  the  new  post  is  located  at  a 
point  equidistant  between  them.  This  plan  ia 
Tolloweil  in  running  out  "eighties,"  "forties," 
"  twenties,"  etc.  In  this  way,  if  the  Govern- 
ment division  overruns  or  falls  short,  each 
portion  gains  or  loses  its  proportion.  This  is 
not  the  case,  however,  with  Fractional  Sections 
along  the  North  or  West  sides  of  a  Township, 
or  adjoining  a  lake  or  largo  stream.

J  mi  iiiuci/ cLt*  Liic^vito.  «^      .itu.i^L.  .jL.^mfctiei  uii  Noi thtindSoutli,  i~ i\> 

it  will  at  once  he  seen  that  the  convergence  of  Meridians  will  cause  every  Congressional  Township  [Li 
(North  of  the  Equator)  to  be  narrower  at  its  North  than  at  its  South  side,  as  stated.    See  Diagram 
4.    In  addition  to  this  fact,  mistakes  of  measurement  are  constantly  and  almost  unavoidably  made 


■tinning  both  Township  and  Range 
lines,  and  if  no  new  starting  points 
were  established  the  lines  would 
become  confused  and  unreliable,  and 
the  size  and  shape  of  Townships 
materially  affected  by  the  time  the 
su  rveys  had  extended  even  a  Iiundred 
miles  from  the  Base  Line  and  Princi- 
pal Mei'idian.  In  order  to  correct 
the  surveys  and  variations  caused 
by  the  difference  of  latitude  and 
straighten  the  lines,  "  Correction 
Lines "  (or  Gu i<le  Merid ians  and 
Standard  Parallels)  are  established  at 
frequent  intervals,  usuallyasfollows; 
North  of  the  Base  Line  a  Correction 
Line  is  run  East  and  West  jHirallel 
with  the  Base  Line,  usually  every 
twenty-four  miles.  South  of  the 
Base  Line  a  Correction  Lino  is  usually 
established  every  thirty  miles.  Both 
East  and  West  of  the  Principal 
Meridian  "Correction  Lines"  are 
usually  established  every  48  miles. 
All  Correction  Lines  are  located  by 
careful  measurement,  and  the  suc- 
ceeding surveys  are  bused  upon 
them.
